Dina/Solomon -1 hope this invitation finds you well. On behalf of USC President C.L. "Max" Nikias 
and Senior Vice President Tom Sayles, we wanted to invite Councilmember Harris-Dawson to 
participate in a Wednesday, April 27th event focused on homelessness in Los Angeles. The name of 
the event is the "USC Initiative to End Homelessness in Los Angeles" and it is being organized by 
numerous USC schools including our Provost Michael Quick, USC School of Social Work, Price School 
of Public Policy and Viterbi School of Engineering, among many others.
